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UN says Iran’s role in nuclear 
probe meets strict standards

VIENNA (AP) — The chief of the U.N. nuclear agen¬ 
cy acknowledged Monday that samples used to 
determine whether Iran tried to develop a nuclear 
weapon were collected by the Iranians instead of 
agency experts, but insisted the probe stands up to 
strict agency standards. 

Such sampling of soil, air or dust from equipment 
is usually done by the International Atomic Energy 
Agency's own experts. But IAEA chief Yukiya Amano 
confirmed that Iranians carried out that part of the 
probe at Parchin, where the agency suspects that 
explosive triggers for nuclear weapons might have 
been tested in the past. 

Diplomats say Iran insisted on the compromise as a 
condition for any probe of Parchin. 

Deputy IAEA Director General Tero Varjoranta said 
that there have been more than 40 instances of let¬ 
ting a country being inspected use their own nation¬ 
als to do the sampling and that the process is only 
a small part of a rigid regimen established by the 
agency to make sure there is no cheating. 

He said the criteria at Parchin included: invasive 
monitoring by video and still cameras while the sam¬ 
pling took place; GPS tracking of the sampling pro¬ 
cess; IAEA agreement on where the samples were to 
be taken; review by unspecified peers of the inspec¬ 
tion process; risk assessment and strict observance 
to make sure that procedures were followed step by 
step. 

“We feel fully confident that the process and the re¬ 
sult so far are fully in line with our safeguards prac¬ 
tices," he said, standing next to Amano at a Vienna 
news conference. 

Former IAEA deputy director general Olli Heinonen 
has described Iran as a particularly sensitive case 
however, saying he knows of no other case where 
a country under investigation for possibly trying to 
make nuclear weapons was permitted to use its own 
personnel to collect environmental samples as part 
of the investigation. 

The Iran arrangement was first revealed in a confi¬ 
dential draft agreement between the sides seen last 
month by The Associated Press. 

Iran’s atomic energy agency spokesman, Behrouz 
Kalmandi, said IAEA experts were not physically pres¬ 
ent during the sampling. But Amano said the proce¬ 
dure meets strict agency criteria that ensure “the in¬ 
tegrity of the sampling process and the authenticity 
of the samples.” 

Amano spoke a day after he was taken on what Ira¬ 
nian media described as a ceremonial tour of the 
military site. He told reporters in Vienna that he was 
able to enter a building that the agency had been 
observing via satellite and saw signs of “recent reno¬ 
vation work.

Pope to Cuba: Be willing to change

HOLGUIN, Cuba (AP) — 

Pope Francis marked the 
anniversary Monday of the 
day he decided as a teen¬ 
ager to become a priest by 
pressing a subtle message 
to Cubans at a delicate 
point in their own history: 
Overcome ideological pre¬ 
conceptions and be willing 
to change. 

Francis traveled to Cuba’s 
fourth-largest city, Holguin, 
and celebrated a Mass 
where Cuban rhythms 
mixed with church hymns 
under a scorching tropi¬ 
cal sun. Later in the day, 
he flew to Santiago for an 
evening visit to the shrine of 
Cuba's patron saint, and 
on Tuesday he will arrive in 
Washington for the U.S. leg 
of his visit to the two former 
Cold War enemies. 

Singing children and a 
small crowd waving Cuban 
and Vatican flags greeted 
Francis on his arrival, some 
crying out, “Francis! Hol¬ 
guin is with you!” Holguin’s 


Plaza of the Revolution 
was packed with an esti¬ 
mated 150,000 people for 
the Mass, many dressed in 
white to protect them from 
the sun. 

Security agents didn’t ap¬ 
pear to be letting members 
of the crowd get close to 
him. On Sunday, an appar¬ 
ent dissident hung on to 
the popemobile in Havana 
and seemed to be appeal¬ 
ing to the pontiff before the 
man was dragged away. 
The head of the opposi¬ 
tion group Ladies in White 
said 22 of 24 members who 
wanted to attend Fran¬ 
cis’ Mass on Sunday were 
prevented from going by 
Cuban security agents. 
And two well-known Cu¬ 
ban dissidents said agents 
detained them after the 
Vatican invited them to the 
pope's vespers service at 
Havana’s cathedral. 

The Vatican spokesman, 
the Rev. Federico Lom¬ 
bardi, confirmed that some 
dissidents were invited to 
events to receive a greet¬ 
ing from the pope, but he 


said he didn’t know why it 
didn't come to pass. 

Asked if the Holy See would 
lodge an official protest, 
Lombardi demurred. He 
stressed that what was 
planned was just a “pass¬ 
ing greeting,” not an of¬ 
ficial meeting, and that it 
was set up at the last min¬ 
ute out of a “desire to show 
an attention for everyone, 
including dissidents.” 

In his homily in Holguin, a 
city of about 300,000, Fran¬ 
cis pressed some of the 
subtle themes he has de¬ 
veloped during this balanc¬ 
ing act of a Cuban visit. He 
told the crowd of how Je¬ 
sus picked a lowly and de¬ 
spised tax collector, Mat¬ 
thew, and instructed him 
without casting judgment 
to follow him. That act of 
mercy changed Matthew 
forever. 

Francis told the Cubans 
that they, too, should allow 
themselves “to slowly over¬ 
come our preconceptions 
and our reluctance to think 
that others, much less our¬ 
selves, can change.”□

Clinton won’t let Republicans ‘tear up’ health care law

BATON ROUGE, Louisiana 
(AP) — Democratic presi¬ 


dential front-runner Hill¬ 
ary Rodham Clinton on 
Monday hailed President 
Barack Obama’s health 
care law for reducing the 


rate of uninsured Ameri¬ 
cans and vowed to de¬ 
fend it against Republican 
opposition if she wins the 
White House. 


Clinton kicked off a series 
of health care events with 
an embrace of the law, 
arguing that Republican 
resistance to the overhaul 
had hurt working families 
seeking to gain coverage. 
She credited the health 
care law with decreasing 
the rate of uninsured Amer¬ 
icans to the lowest level in 
50 years. 

“I’m not going to let them 
tear up that law, kick 16 
million people off their 
health coverage and 
force the country to start 
the health care debate all 
over again," Clinton said at 
the Louisiana Leadership 
Institute. 

“I want to build on the 
progress we’ve made.” 
Clinton’s focus on health 
care comes as the share of 
Americans without health 
insurance has dipped to 
historically low levels due 
both to the law’s expansion 
in coverage and recent 
economic growth. While 
the law's rocky rollout and 
longstanding Republican 


opposition caused head¬ 
aches for Obama's party, 
Democrats seeking to suc¬ 
ceed him are embracing 
the plan and talking about 
ways to build upon it. 
Vermont Sen. Bernie Sand¬ 
ers, Clinton’s chief Demo¬ 
cratic rival, has called for 
a health care system in 
which the government 
rather than private insur¬ 
ance companies would 
pay for health care cover¬ 
age. 

He has introduced legisla¬ 
tion that would allow Medi¬ 
care, the government- 
run health care program 
providing coverage to 
the elderly, to use its large 
purchasing power to ne¬ 
gotiate lower drug prices 
while allowing individuals 
to import prescription drugs 
from Canada, where the 
costs are cheaper. 

Clinton said she would an¬ 
nounce a plan this week 
to deal with “skyrocket¬ 
ing, out-of-pocket health 
costs,” particularly drug 
prices.Q 


Walker exits ‘16 race 


with harsh words for Trump

MADISON, Wisconsin (AP) 

— Warning the Republi¬ 
can presidential race has 
become too nasty, Scott 
Walker suspended his 2016 
campaign on Monday 
and called on some of his 
Republican rivals to do 
the same, citing an urgent 
need to “clear the field” 
to help defeat front-runner 
Donald Trump. 

The announcement 

marked a dramatic fall for 
Walker, who was struggling 
to generate fundraising 
and enthusiasm after surg¬ 
ing into the race’s top tier 
earlier in the year. He will 
return to his job in Wisconsin 
as governor, where his term 
runs through 2018. 

“Today, I believe that I am 
being called to lead by 
helping to clear the field in 
this race so that a positive 
conservative message can 
rise to the top of the field. 
With that in mind, I will sus¬ 
pend my campaign imme¬ 
diately,” Walker said in a 
Madison press conference. 


“I encourage other Re¬ 
publican presidential can¬ 
didates to consider doing 
the same so the voters can 
focus on a limited number 
of candidates who can of¬ 
fer a positive conservative 
alternative to the current 
front-runner,” Walker con¬ 
tinued. “This is fundamen¬ 
tally important to the future 
of the party and more im¬ 
portantly to the future of 
our country.” One of the 
last Republicans to enter 
the race. Walker joined 
former Texas Gov. Rick 
Perry as one of the first to 
leave it, unable to adjust 
to the popularity of Trump 
or break out in either of the 
party’s first two debates. 
Both candidates warned 
of the billionaire business¬ 
man's influence on the Re¬ 
publican Party as they exit¬ 
ed, although neither called 
him out by name. 

“Sadly, the debate taking 
place in the Republican 
party today is not focused 
on that optimistic view of 
America. Instead, it has 
drifted into personal at¬ 
tacks,” Walker said. “In the 


end, I believe that voters 
want to be for something 
and not against someone. 
Instead of talking about 
how bad things are, we 
want to hear about how 
we can make them better 
for everyone.” 

Walker's fall was in many 


ways more dramatic than 
Perry's. He was thought to 
be a leader in the crowd¬ 
ed field for much of the 
year and built a massive 
national organization with 
paid staff spread across 
the country that dwarfed 
many of his rivals in scale 


and scope. “I’m not sure 
what went wrong," said 
Iowa state Sen. Mark 
Costello, who endorsed 
Walker earlier this year. “I 
think all the more provoca¬ 
tive statements some of 
the candidates made got 
them more press.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publican White House con¬ 
tender Ben Carson shook 
off growing crificism and 
refused Monday fo back 


off his weekend charge 
that a Muslim shouldn't be 
elected as U.S. president. 
The intensifying political fall¬ 
out is a distraction at least 
as the retired neurosurgeon 
tries to capitalize on recent 


momentum in the unruly 
Republican presidential 
race. But it also highlights 
a sentiment among voters 
in both parties who agree 
with Carson’s reluctance 
to elect a Muslim to the na¬ 
tion's highest office. 
Carson’s campaign re¬ 
ported strong fundraising 
and more than 100,000 
new Facebook friends in 
the 24 hours after he told 
NBC’s “Meet the Press” on 
Sunday, “I would not advo¬ 
cate that we put a Muslim 
in charge of this nation.” 

His campaign manager 
Barry Bennett told The As¬ 
sociated Press on Monday: 
“While the left wing is huff¬ 
ing and puffing over it. Re¬ 
publican primary voters are 
with us at least 80-20.” 
“People in Iowa particu¬ 
larly, are like, ‘Yeah! We’re 


not going to vote for a Mus¬ 
lim either,” Bennett said. “I 
don’t mind the hubbub. 
It’s not hurting us, that’s for 
sure.” Carson, a devout 
Christian, is running just be¬ 
hind businessman Donald 
Trump among Republican 
voters in Iowa, whose cau¬ 
cuses next February will kick 
off the state-by-state nomi¬ 
nating contests. Carson is 
drawing support among 
the large bloc of socially 
conservative evangelicals 
in the Midwestern state. 

The head of the nation’s 
largest Muslim advocacy 
group called on Carson to 
drop out of the 2016 presi¬ 
dential contest during a 
Capitol Hill press confer¬ 
ence on Monday, declar¬ 
ing him “unfit to lead be¬ 
cause his views are in con¬ 
tradiction with the United 


States Constitution.” 

“Not long ago, some peo¬ 
ple thought that a Catholic 
cannot be a president, an 
African-American cannot 
be a president,” said Nihad 
Awad, executive director 
of the Council on Ameri- 
can-lslamic relations. “They 
were wrong then, and they 
are wrong now.” He cited 
Article 6 in the Constitution, 
which states, “no religious 
test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any of¬ 
fice or public trust under the 
United States."At least one 
Republican joined a chorus 
of Democrats condemning 
Carson's statement. 

South Carolina Sen. Lindsey 
Graham said Sunday that 
the comment “shows that 
Dr. Carson is not ready to 
be commander in chief." 
□ 


Hispanic protesters heckle Jeb Bush

HOUSTON (AP) — Republi¬ 
can presidential candidate 
Jeb Bush pushed back 
against more than a dozen 
protesters who repeatedly 
heckled him Monday with 
chants of “No hope with¬ 
out our vote" as he tried to 
address a national Hispan¬ 
ic business group. 

The former Florida gover¬ 
nor was forced to halt his 
speech before the U.S. His¬ 
panic Chamber of Com¬ 
merce in Houston to remind 
those shouting that he sup¬ 
ports a pathway to citizen¬ 
ship for children of people 
in the U.S. illegally, a group 
often called “DREAMers." 
They take their name from 
the acronym for legislation 
that lays out a process to¬ 
ward citizenship for immi¬ 
grant children who were 
brought into the country 
illegally and grew up in 
the U.S. 

But like other Republican 
presidential hopefuls. Bush 


wants to secure the border 
with Mexico before deal¬ 
ing with millions of people 
here illegally. Mary More¬ 
no, communications direc¬ 
tor of the Texas Organizing 
Project, which planned 
Monday’s protest, said her 
group wanted to call at¬ 
tention to “the hostile at¬ 
mosphere being created 
by the GOP field of presi¬ 
dential candidates." 

The demonstrators held 
large signs, with one asking 
“Who is the real Jeb Bush?” 
Another read “One of us?” 
and was paired alongside 
one that read “Or one of 
them?” 

The latter featured a photo 
of Bush with Republican 
front-runner Donald Trump 
at last Wednesday’s presi¬ 
dential candidates' de¬ 
bate in California. 

Bush, whose wife was born 
in Mexico, supports the 
long-delayed DREAM Act 
benefiting immigrant chil¬ 
dren brought into the U.S. 
illegally.^

Man guilty of pushing wife off Colorado cliff

DENVER (AP) — A federal 
jury on Monday found a 
man guilty of murder for 
pushing his wife to her 
death off a cliff as they 
hiked in Colorado’s Rocky 
Mountain National Park to 
celebrate their wedding 
anniversary, rejecting his 
claim that her fall was a 
tragic accident. It took the 
jury about 10 hours to find 
Harold Henthorn, 59, guilty 
of first-degree murder in the 
death of his second wife, a 
wealthy Mississippi native. 
She died after plummeting 
about 130 feet off a cliff in a 
remote, rocky area where 
the couple had been hiking 
on Sept. 29, 2012, their 12th 
wedding anniversary. 
Henthorn told investigators 
that his wife paused to take 
photo of the view and fell 
face-first over the ledge. 
His attorney, Craig Truman, 
said prosecutors failed to 


prove he killed her. 

But prosecutors argued 
during a two-week trial that 
Henthorn carefully staged 
Toni Henthorn’s death 
to look like an accident 
because he stood to benefit 
from her $4.7 million in life 
insurance policies, which 
she didn't know existed. 
They seized on Harold 
Henthorn's inconsistent 
accounts of the fatal fall 
and said the evidence 
did not match his shifting 
stories. Harold Henthorn 
scouted the remote area 
of the popular park 75 miles 
(120 kilometers) north of 
Denver nine times before 
bringing his wife with him. 
He was searching for the 
“perfect place to murder 
someone," where there 
would be no witnesses and 
no chance of her surviving, 
prosecutor Suneeta Hazra 
said. Toni Henthorn, 50, 
wasn’t an avid hiker, so it 
didn't make sense that she 


would have gone willingly 
into such dangerous terrain, 
investigators testified. A 
coroner said he could not 
determine whether she 
fell or was pushed, but he 
said he found no evidence 
that Harold Henthorn 
actually performed CPR 
on his wife, despite what 
he told dispatchers. And 
park rangers said Henthorn 
could not explain why he 
had a park map with an 
“X” drawn at the spot 
where his wife fell. 
Prosecutors argued the 
fatal fall was reminiscent of 
the death of Henthorn’s first 
wife, Sandra Lynn Henthorn, 
who was crushed when a 
car slipped off a jack while 
they were changing a flat 
tire in 1995—several months 
after their 12th wedding 
anniversary. Henthorn has 
not been charged in that 
case, but police reopened 
the investigation after Toni 
Henthorn’s death. □ 


Former peanut exec gets 28 
years in prison for outbreak

ALBANY, Georgia (AP) — A former peanut company 
executive was sentenced Monday to 28 years in 
prison for his role in a deadly salmonella outbreak, 
the stiffest punishment ever handed out to a 
producer in a foodborne illness case. 

The outbreak in 2008 and 2009 killed nine Americans 
and sickened hundreds more, and triggered one of 
the largest food recalls in U.S. history. 

Before he was sentenced, former Peanut Corporation 
of America owner Stewart Parnell listened from his 
courtroom seat as nine victims testified about the 
terror and grief caused by peanut butter traced to 
the company’s plant in southwest Georgia. 

One of the victims was 10-year-old Jacob Hurley, 
who was just 3 when he was stricken by salmonella 
from peanut butter crackers that left him vomiting 
and rushing to the toilet for nearly two weeks. 

“I think it's OK for him to spend the rest of his life in 
prison,” Jacob told the judge. 

Jeff Aimer said his 72-year-old mother was battling 
back from cancer when she died in December 2008 
after eating peanut butter from Parnell’s plant. 

“You took my mom,” Aimer said. “You kicked her 
right off the cliff.” 

When a jury convicted Parnell and two co¬ 
defendants a year ago, experts said it was the first 
time American food processors had stood trial in a 
food-poisoning case. 

A federal jury convicted Parnell, 61, of knowingly 
shipping contaminated peanut butter and of faking 
results of lab tests intended to screen for salmonella. 
Judge W. Louis Sands estimated Parnell faced up to 
803 years in prison for his crimes. 

“These acts were driven simply by the desire to 
profit and to protect profits notwithstanding the 
known risks” from salmonella, the judge said. “This is 
commonly and accurately referred to as greed.” 
Federal investigators found a leaky roof, roaches 
and evidence of rodents at the plant, all ingredients 
for brewing salmonella. They also uncovered emails 
and records showing food confirmed by lab tests 
to contain salmonella was shipped to customers 
anyway. Other batches were never tested at all, but 
got shipped with fake lab records saying salmonella 
screenings were negative. 

Emails prosecutors presented at trial showed that 
Parnell once directed employees to “turn them 
loose” after samples of peanuts tested positive for 
salmonella and then were cleared in another test. 
Several months before the outbreak, when a final lab 
test found salmonella, Parnell expressed concern to 
a Georgia plant manager, writing in an Oct. 6, 2008, 
email that the delay “is costing us huge $$$$$."□ 
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1 in 4 US college women report unwanted sexual contact

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 

A quarter of women sur¬ 
veyed at more than two 
dozen universities say they 
experienced unwanted 
sexual contact sometime 
during college, according 
to a report released Mon¬ 
day. The results of the As¬ 
sociation of American Uni¬ 
versities Campus Climate 
Survey come at a time of 
heightened scrutiny of the 
nation's colleges and uni¬ 
versities and what they are 
doing to combat sexual as¬ 
sault. Just last week. Vice 
President Joe Biden visited 
Ohio State University to 
highlight several new initia¬ 
tives, including mandatory 
sexual violence awareness 
training for freshmen be¬ 
ginning next year. 

The survey was sent to 
nearly 780,000 students at 
the association's mem¬ 
ber colleges, plus one ad¬ 
ditional university. About 
150,000 participated in the 
online questionnaire. 

The results were generally 
in line with past surveys on 
sexual assault and miscon¬ 
duct on college campuses 
— and confirmed that al¬ 
cohol and drugs are impor¬ 
tant risk factors. 
Researchers cautioned 
against generalizations, 
partly because of different 
rates among women and 
men and students at differ¬ 
ent years in their schooling. 
It was not a representative 
sample of all fhe nation's 
colleges and universities. 
Some students attended 
schools that have recently 
grappled with reports of 
sexual assaults or miscon¬ 
duct, including the Universi¬ 
ty of Virginia, the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison and 
Ohio State. 

University of Virginia Presi¬ 
dent Teresa A. Sullivan has 
said that a widely discredit¬ 


ed and later retracted Roll¬ 
ing Stone magazine story 
about a gang-rape at a 
fraternity house harmed ef¬ 
forts to fight sexual violence 
and tarred the school’s 
reputation. Hazing that in¬ 
cluded excessive under¬ 
age drinking and sexual- 
ized conduct prompted 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison to terminate a fra¬ 
ternity chapter earlier this 
year. And Ohio State fired 
its marching band director 
last year after an internal 
investigation turned up a 
“sexualized culture” of ritu¬ 
als and traditions inside the 
celebrated organization. 
Overall, 23 percent of un¬ 
dergraduate women at 
the participating universi¬ 
ties said they had been 
physically forced — or 
threatened with force — 
into nonconsensual sexual 
contact. For undergradu¬ 
ate men, the percentage 
was 5 percent. 

Freshman women ap¬ 
peared to be at greater risk 
than older students for the 
most serious sexual assaults 
— those involving penetra¬ 
tion. About 17 percent of 
freshman females said they 
had been victims of this 
type of assault. For women 
asked about their senior 
year, the percentage was

Activists report 75 US-trained rebels return to Syria 
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Hungary posts ads in Lebanon, 
Jordan media warning migrants

BEIRUT (AP) — The Hungarian government posted ads 
in Lebanese and Jordanian papers on Monday, warn¬ 
ing migrants not to enter Hungary illegally, saying it is a 
crime punishable by imprisonment. 

The move comes as Europe is reeling under pressure 
from tens of thousands of refugees making the peril¬ 
ous trek to the continent to seek sanctuary there. 

In a terse statement published as a full-page an¬ 
nouncement in several newspapers, including Leba¬ 
non's leading An-Nahar and Jordan’s Al-Rai, the gov¬ 
ernment of Hungary said that “the strongest possible 
action is taken” against people who attempt to enter 
Hungary illegally. 

“Do not listen to the people smugglers. Hungary will 
not allow illegal immigrants to cross its territory,” it said 
in both English and Arabic. 

Lebanon, a country of around 4.5 million people, has 
over 1.1 million Syrian refugees, while Jordan, with a 
population of 6.5 million, has about 630,000 — some 
of whom have already shown readiness to migrate to 
Europe because of dwindling aid and work opportuni¬ 
ties. 

Hungary, which closed its border with Serbia on Sept. 
15, has erected another steel barrier at the Beremend 
border crossing with Croatia to try to slow the flow but 
the migrants keep coming. 

Many, fleeing violence and poverty in the Middle East, 
Asia and Africa, cross fhe Mediterranean in rickety 
smuggler boats and rush from one European border 
to the next to try to reach welcoming countries such 
as Germany and Sweden. The majority of those arriv¬ 
ing on the shores of Europe are Syrians. 

Hungary’s ads were not the first. Earlier this month, 
Denmark’s Ministry of Immigration, Integration and 
Housing posted advertisements in Lebanese newspa¬ 
pers aiming to deter migrants, saying that the Scan¬ 
dinavian nation has reduced social aid to migrants 
by 50 percent recently. Denmark also warned that 
migrants whose applications are rejected will be de¬ 
ported immediately. 

Syria’s civil war, now in its fifth year, has killed more 
than 250,000 people and generated more than 4 mil¬ 
lion refugees. 

Meanwhile in Lebanon, the education minister ap¬ 
pealed to donors to remain committed to helping 
the country deal with the flux of refugees, including 
providing free schooling to hundreds of thousands of 
refugee children currently here. 

Elias Bou Saab said his government would absorb 
more Syrian refugee children in schools this year, aim¬ 
ing to double those enrolled from last year to reach 
200,000. But this, he warned, leaves roughly the same 
number — about 200,000 — still without schooling. 
“There are a still a great number of students out of 
schools, and that is a danger, danger to Lebanon and 
to the region,” Bou Saab told reporters as he launched 
the Back to School campaign, for which the govern¬ 
ment raised $94 million in grants — $25 million short of 
the needed funds. □

European officials clash over migrants

BELGRADE, Serbia (AP) — 

The war of words over Eu¬ 
rope’s migrant crisis is turn¬ 
ing vicious, with officials in 
the bickering Balkans trad¬ 
ing blame and accusations 
of lying, while also dispar¬ 
aging each other's actions 
as “pathetic" and a “dis¬ 
grace." 

The plight over how to deal 
with thousands of asylum 
seekers is reviving old dif¬ 
ferences among Serbia, 
Croatia, Macedonia and 
Slovenia dating back to 
the 1990s breakup of Yu¬ 
goslavia. It’s also creating 
some new tensions. 

While the 28-nation Euro¬ 
pean Union remains deeply 
divided over how to share 
the burden of relocating 
the refugees and is con¬ 
vening a series of meetings 
this week to seek a resolu¬ 
tion, the finger-pointing 
turned especially nasty in 
the Balkans. 

Hungary’s decision Sept. 15 
to close its border with Ser¬ 
bia has diverted the waves 
of people from the Middle 


East, Africa and Asia to 
Croatia. 

At first, Croatia welcomed 
them, thinking they would 
simply go to Slovenia and 
continue on to Austria and 
Germany. But Slovenia shut 
its border, and Croatia 
quickly found itself over¬ 
whelmed wifh abouf 30,000 
people in a matter of days. 
Croatia then started put¬ 
ting the asylum seekers on 
trains and buses, even as 
their furious leaders argued 
that they had been let 
down by their neighbors. 
Even though Croatia set up 
a migrant reception cen¬ 
ter Monday in the eastern 
village of Opatovac to try 
to bring order to the unre¬ 
lenting chaos and misery, 
it could hardly undo the 
damage. 

And the high-level griping 
has strained relations. 

— Serbia denounced Hun¬ 
gary for using tear gas 
against the migrants on the 
border, with canisters land¬ 
ing on Serbian territory. It 
also protested Croatia's 
closing of mosf of ifs border 
crossings, threatening legal 


action over the blocking of 
truck traffic. 

— Hungary blamed Serbia 
for failing to stop the mi¬ 
grants from throwing stones 
at its border police and ac¬ 
cused Croatia of jeopardiz¬ 
ing its sovereignty by send¬ 
ing thousands of migrants 
to Hungary. It also blamed 
Greece for failing to stop 
the influx. 

— Slovenia expressed an¬ 
ger that Croatia is busing 
people to its frontier. 

This led to undiplomatic ex¬ 
changes among the Euro¬ 
pean Union neighbors. 
When Croatia said it and 
Hungary had agreed to 
create a corridor for the 
migrants, the Hungarian 
Foreign Ministry called that 
a “pack of lies.” Hungarian 
Foreign Minister Peter Szij- 
jarto called the Croatian 
prime minister’s handing of 
the crisis “pathetic.” 
Croatian, Serbian and Ro¬ 
manian officials compared 
Hungary’s fough policies, 
including ifs new razor-coil 
fence, fo the practices of 
Budapest’s Nazi-backed 
World War II regimeO

OUAGADOUGOU, Burkina 
Faso (AP) — The Burkina 
Faso general who seized 
power in a coup last week 
apologized to the nation 
Monday and said he would 
hand over control to a civil¬ 
ian transitional government 
after the military warned 
that its forces would con¬ 
verge on the capital and 
forcibly disarm the soldiers 


behind the power grab. 
Gen. Gilbert Diendere said 
his presidential guard unit 
“confirms our commitment 
to giving power back to 
civilian authorities.” That 
was one of the key condi¬ 
tions of a draft agreement 
that resulted from week¬ 
end negotiations with re¬ 
gional mediators, but it had 
been unclear until his an¬ 
nouncement whether the 
junta would abide by those 


terms. 

Diendere, who led the pres¬ 
idential guard under long¬ 
time leader Blaise Com- 
paore until he was forced 
from power in a popular 
uprising last year, said the 
compromises were neces¬ 
sary to avoid further blood¬ 
shed. The risk of clashes 
could lead to “chaos, civil 
war and massive human 
rights violations,” he said. 
Earlier Monday, the heads 


of the National Armed 
Forces warned that troops 
would disarm the presiden¬ 
tial guard. While they said 
soldiers aimed to do so 
without spilling blood, the 
ultimatum raised the spec¬ 
ter of clashes on the streets 
of Ouagadougou. 

“We demand that they 
put down their weapons 
and rejoin Camp Sangoule 
Lamizana,” the statement 
said, promising that the 
returning soldiers and their 
families would be protect¬ 
ed. 

People gathered at sunset 
cheering on the highway 
as they waited for the an¬ 
ticipated entry of Burkina 
Faso’s regular army, who 
vowed to disarm the presi¬ 
dential guard known as the 
RSP. 

The soldiers who seized 
power last week are seen 
as loyal to ex-President 
Blaise Compaore. Diende¬ 
re, the general installed as 
president Thursday, is a for¬ 
mer top aide to the ousted 
leader. 

Junta members said they 
were angered that mem¬ 
bers of Compaore’s for¬ 
mer ruling party couldn't 
take part in elections that 
were set for Oct. 11. Com¬ 
paore was president for 27 
years, and his bid to further 
extend his rule prompted 


massive street protests that 
led to his ouster. 

The mediators led by the 
presidents of Senegal and 
Benin announced a plan 
late Sunday that calls for 
new elections by the end 
of November. The plan 
drafted by mediators is 
supposed to go before the 
West African regional bloc 
known as ECOWAS in Nige¬ 
ria on Tuesday. 

The streets of Ouagadou¬ 
gou remained tense Mon¬ 
day, and many demon¬ 
strators said they felt the 
ECOWAS compromise plan 
was too lenient on the jun¬ 
ta. 

France, meanwhile, sus¬ 
pended all military, civilian 
and financial cooperation 
with Burkina Faso until civil¬ 
ian authority is restored. 
French President Francois 
Hollande announced the 
suspension in a statement. 
He also threatened sanc¬ 
tions against anyone who 
opposes democratic elec¬ 
tions, saying he would lob¬ 
by European partners to do 
the same. 

Hollande spoke Monday 
with Senegalese President 
Macky Sail about West Af¬ 
rican regional efforts to re¬ 
store calm in Burkina Faso, 
a former French colony that 
maintains commercial and 
military ties with France. Q 


Nigerian official: 54 die in blasts in Borno state capital

ABUJA, Nigeria (AP) — Sus¬ 
pected Islamic extremists 
killed at least 54 people 
when they detonated ex¬ 
plosive devices in crowded 
places Sunday night in Mai- 
duguri the capital of the 
northeastern state of Bor¬ 
no, members of civilian de¬ 
fense group said Monday. 
Forty-three people died 


in an attack on a mosque 
and 11 were killed in an at¬ 
tack on a market center, 
said the civilian defense 
force members, who in¬ 
sisted anonymity for fear of 
reprisals from the Nigerian 
military which has been de¬ 
ployed to guard civilians in 
the town. 

There were four explo¬ 
sions in the attacks one in 
a Mosque after evening 
prayers, another at a mar¬ 


ket place and two home¬ 
made explosives were 
thrown into a business cen¬ 
ter where people charge 
their phones and play vid¬ 
eo games, said a member 
of the civilian militia. 

The blasts occurred within 
20 minutes, he said. 

A dusk till dawn curfew in 
Maiduguri limits the flow of 
information as journalists 
fear of getting attacked by 
the militants or the army at 


night. 

The number wounded from 
the blasts was still not avail¬ 
able, said Lt.Col. Tukuru 
Gusau, the army spokes¬ 
man for the 7th Division 
based in Maiduguri. 

No group has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack, 
but the initial suspicion has 
fallen on the Islamic ex¬ 
tremist group Boko Haram, 
which has resorted to hit- 
and-run tactics after the Ni¬ 


gerian military recaptured 
territory once held by the 
militants. 

Military spokesman Col. 
Sani Kukasheka Usman 
said the attacks signify the 
increasing desperation of 
Boko Haram. 

At least 20,000 people 
have been killed in Boko 
Haram’s six-year-old upris¬ 
ing which has displaced 2.1 
million people across three 
countries. □

Although the deportation 
and mass exodus of Co¬ 
lombians have ceased, 
Maduro and his Colom¬ 


bian counterpart, Juan 
Manuel Santos, have only 
sharpened their attacks, 
with communities on both 
sides of the border suffer¬ 
ing from the closure of all 
land crossings along a bor¬ 
der five times the size of the 
one separating France and 
Germany. 

Maduro accuses Santos 
of being complicit in an 
alleged plan hatched 
by right-wing elements in 
Colombia and the U.S. to 
overthrow his government 
but struck a conciliatory 
tone upon his arrival to the 
Ecuadorean capital. 

“I’m asking to begin a new 
era, of respect and mutual¬ 
ly beneficial cooperation,” 
said Maduro. 

“Nobody should stick their 
noses in the internal af¬ 
fairs of Venezuela, and 
we won't stick ours in the 
internal affairs of anybody 
else.”

“That's where I used to ride 
my bike,” she said, pointing 
to a plaza near her cousin’s 
home.

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Pete Rose says 
he’s‘just happy’ 
to meet with 
commissioner

OXFORD, Ohio (AP) - Pete 
Rose said it's an American 
tradition to give second 
chances, although he 
wouldn’t describe himself 
as optimistic about his ap¬ 
plication for reinstatement 
to Major League Baseball 
being approved. 

“I don’t know if that’s the 
right word,” Rose said Fri¬ 
day in a brief interview 
between appearances on 
the campus of Miami Uni¬ 
versity in southwest Ohio. “I 
think he’s his own man, he'll 
make up his own mind. I'm 
just happy he’s willing to re¬ 
view my status.” 

First-year commissioner Rob 
Manfred has said he plans 
to meet with baseball’s 
banned hit king by the end 
of the year. 

“It's his timetable. He’s the 
boss, my phone’s always 
on,” Rose said. “If I get that 
meeting. I'll look forward to 
it.” 

Interviewed by Miami stu¬ 
dent TV journalists. Rose 
said repeatedly that he 
made mistakes and that he 
hopes others will learn from 
them. 


“I’ve been suspended a 
long time, but I made the 
mistake, and I'm paying 
the consequences," Rose 
added. “If I’m ever given a 
second chance. I'll be the 
happiest guy in the world. 
I’m an American. This is 
America, you get a second 
chance. ... I won’t need a 
third chance.” 

Rose’s college visit was to 
be capped by a discus¬ 
sion with Cincinnati En¬ 
quirer sports columnist Paul 
Daugherty about ethics 
and sports as part of the 
school’s fall lecture se¬ 
ries. Miami spokeswoman 
Claire Wagner said Rose 
was paid $30,000 including 
expenses. 

“I’m not going to sit here 
in Oxford, Ohio, and whine 
about me being suspend¬ 
ed. Because I'm the one 
who screwed up," Rose 
said. 

But the former player nick¬ 
named Charlie Hustle said: 
“I never cheated the fans." 
Rose, now 74, is a Cincinna¬ 
ti native who made his de¬ 
but with the Reds in 1963. 
The career hits leader with 
4,256 was banned in 1989 
for betting on baseball.Q

Suzann Pettersen apologizes for 
controversial call in Solheim Cup 


ST. LEON-ROT, Germany 
(AP) — Suzann Pettersen 
apologized Monday for 
making the controversial 
call that left United States 
players fuming before their 
memorable victory in the 
Solheim Cup. 

Pettersen had demanded 
American rookie Alison Lee 
be penalized at the 17th 
hole of their morning four- 
ball match for picking the 
ball up when she thought 
the putt was conceded. 
The Norwegian, who ini¬ 
tially said Sunday she did 
the right thing and would 
“totally" do it again, took 
to social media to say she 
“never felt more gutted 
and truly sad about what 
went down." 

“I am so sorry for not think¬ 
ing about the bigger pic¬ 
ture in the heat of the bat¬ 
tle and competition. I was 
trying my hardest for my 
team and put the single 
match and the point that 
could be earned ahead 
of sportsmanship and the 


game of golf itself! I feel like 
I let my team down and I 
am sorry,” Pettersen said. 
The 34-year-old golfer paid 
tribute to U.S. captain Juli 
Inkster, “a great leader” to 
whom she said she “always 
looked up to and respect 
so much.” 

“Knowing I need to make 
things 'right,' I had a face 
to face chat with her be¬ 
fore leaving Germany this 
morning to tell her in person 
how I really feel about all of 
this. I wanted her also to 
know that I am sorry,” Pet¬ 
tersen wrote. 

“I hope in time the U.S. 
team will forgive me and 
know that I have learned 
a valuable lesson about 
what is truly important in this 
great game of golf which 
has given me so much in 
my life.” 

The controversy arose after 
Lee’s birdie putt stopped 
less than two feet from the 
hole and she thought the 
European team conceded 
when Pettersen's partner 


Charley Hull started walking 
away. However, Hull said 
she had not been walking 
off the green but had gone 
over to consult with Pet¬ 
tersen to see whether they 
should concede or not. But 
Lee had already scooped 
up the ball. 

Had the putt been con¬ 
ceded, the hole would 
have been halved and left 
the match all-square with 
one hole to play. Instead, 
Europe was awarded the 
hole, and went on to win 
the match. 

That point helped put Eu¬ 
rope up 10-6 going into the 
singles, but the Americans 
stormed back to win 14 Vi 
to 13 Vi. 

Lee, who recovered with a 
3 and 1 win over Gwladys 
Nocera of France, said the 
team rallied together after 
the incident. 

“Definitely after everything 
that happened, it definite¬ 
ly fired us all up to go and 
pretty much kill it, kill it this 
afternoon," Lee said. □

Kristin Armstrong riding latest comeback at cycling worlds

RICHMOND, Va. (AP) - She 

might be the greatest fe¬ 
male cyclist in U.S. history, 
a two-time Olympic time 
trial gold medalist and 
world champion who has 
inspired an entire genera¬ 
tion of riders. 

A 
mother. A philanthropist. 
A community health direc¬ 
tor. 

Given everything she jug¬ 
gles, it was hardly a surprise 
when Kristin Armstrong an¬ 
nounced her retirement for 
the second time after the 
London Olympics. And giv¬ 
en her competitive nature, 
it was only a mild surprise 
when she announced an¬ 
other comeback earlier 
this year. 

"She still had that fire burn¬ 
ing inside her,” explained 
Nicola Cranmer, her long¬ 
time friend and the gener¬ 
al manager of Armstrong’s 
Twentyl6 Professional Cy¬ 
cling team. 

“When she retired the first 
time, then came back, 
it seemed like, 'OK, that 
made sense. She stopped 
to have a baby,”’ Cran¬ 
mer said. “This time, she 
thought about it long 
and hard, went through a 
couple hip surgeries. We 
all thought, 'I don’t know 
how much of a reality it is,’ 
but it was only well into this 
year that she decided to 


give it a go.” 

On Tuesday, Armstrong’s 
comeback will culminate 
in the world championship 
time trial, an event she 
won in 2006 and 2009 but 
that has never been more 
important. With her third 


success.

Armstrong got into a dis¬ 
pute with USA Cycling over 
the selection criteria for the 
Pan American champion¬ 
ships in Mexico - first she 
was part of the team, then 
she was removed when a 
different set of criteria was

Yannick Noah appointed as new France Davis Cup captain

PARIS (AP) — Yannick 
Noah, the last Frenchman 
to win a Grand Slam tour¬ 
nament, was appointed 
as the country’s Davis Cup 
captain on Monday. 

Noah replaced Arnaud 
Clement, who was fired 
last week following a dis¬ 
appointing campaign and 
growing tension between 
him and the players. 

Noah, who has reinvented 
himself into a successful 
singer but remains a highly 
popular figure in French 
tennis circles, will captain 
the team for the third time 
after guiding France to Da¬ 
vis Cup titles in 1991 and 
1996. 


His biggest success as a 
player came when he won 
the French Open in 1983 


for his only Grand Slam ti¬ 
tle. His son, Joakim Noah, is 
a two-time NBA All-Star for 


the Chicago Bulls. 

The French tennis federa¬ 
tion said in a statement 
that Noah will be in charge 
of the Davis Cup “for the 
2016 campaign." 

France last won the Davis 
Cup in 2001 and finished 
runner-up three times 
since, in 2002, 2010 and 
2014, when Clement led 
the team to the final. After 
the loss to Switzerland last 
year, Noah had already 
expressed his interest in 
taking over, on the condi¬ 
tion that players supported 
his nomination. 

France's 3-1 loss to Brit¬ 
ain in the quarterfinals this 
summer was a key factor 
in the federation’s decision 
to sack Clement, whose 


deteriorated relationship 
with Jo-Wilfried Tsonga also 
weakened his position. 

“I think some (players) 
asked for a change,” 
Clement said last week. 
“But a vast majority of 
players supported me and 
I believe they would have 
been happy to continue 
with me next year.” 

Noah helped France cre¬ 
ate one of the biggest 
upsets in Davis Cup history 
when it captured its first 
title in 59 years by beat¬ 
ing the defending cham¬ 
pion United States in 1991, 
earning a reputation as a 
miracle man. He is also a 
natural showman whose 
eccentricities still delight 
the fans. □

Review: Apple Watch improves with new software

NEW YORK (AP) — Apple 
Watch’s new software 
brings useful enhance¬ 
ments, though it’s not the 
same as getting a new 
watch. 

That same watch can now 
do more. For the first time, 
non-Apple apps are able 
to display video and use 
the watch’s sensors and 
controls. In addition, the 
watch now works with Wi¬ 
Fi, extending how far you 
can go without a phone 
with you. These enhance¬ 
ments address many of my 
initial frustrations with the 
watch. 

But the hardware itself 
isn’t changing, apart for 
some new color and band 
choices. Promised battery 
life remains at 18 hours, 
something Apple will need 
to address in upcoming 
generations given that rival 
smartwatches are prom¬ 
ising more. For now, you 
might need to buy a spare 
charger to give the watch 
a power boost while you’re 
sitting at work. Even 15 min¬ 
utes will help. 

The watchOS 2 update for 
Apple Watch arrived Mon¬ 
day, delayed by nearly a 
week as Apple fixed an un¬ 
specified bug. 

The update comes as Ap¬

malicious software isn’t be¬ 
lieved to affect the watch's 
functionality, though it 
could collect data on the 
tethered iPhone and send 
them to remote servers, 
according to security ex¬ 
perts.

Average pace 
is more useful, as it factors in 
the occasional errant read¬ 
ings. The watch finally lets 
you choose that instead, 
though you need to dig in 


the settings on the phone 
to change that. 

— The watch also tracks 
mile-by-mile splits for the 
first time, matching what 
many phone apps, the Fit- 
bit Surge and the Microsoft 
Band offer. It's not the same 
as choosing your own splits 
manually, such as after 
each lap on a track. But it's 
progress. The splits aren’t 
displayed on the watch, 
though, but in the Activ¬ 
ity app on the phone after 
you sync your workout. 

— The nagging remind¬ 
ers that you need to stand 
up if you’ve been sitting at 
your desk for too long can 
be paused if you happen 
to be on a flight or a road 
trip. And it's clearer wheth¬ 
er you've already earned 
credit for standing during a 
given hour. A blinking blue 
bar appears in the Activ¬ 
ity app on the watch if you 
haven’t yet. 

You also have more choic¬ 
es for watch faces: Choose 
photos of your kids or friends 
to appear on the main 
watch screen. Or choose 
time-lapse video from one 
of six cities. At 10 p.m. your 
time, you see what Paris or 
Shanghai looks like at 10 
p.m. local time. It's cheap¬ 
er than a flight. When 
charging, the watch func¬ 
tions like an alarm clock on 
a nightstand.G

Apple withdraws some China 
apps after malware found

BEIJING (AP) — Apple Inc. 
has removed some appli¬ 
cations from its App Store 
after developers in China 
were tricked into using soft¬ 
ware tools that added ma¬ 
licious code in an unusual 
security breach. 

Apple gave no details of 
which companies were 
affected. But Tencent Ltd. 
said its popular WeChat 
app was affected and the 
company released a new 
version after spotting the 
malicious code. Chinese 
news reports said others af¬ 
fected included banks, an 
airline and a popular music 
service. 

The malicious code spread 


through a counterfeit ver¬ 
sion of Apple's Xcode tools 
used to create apps for 
its iPhones and iPads, ac¬ 
cording to the company. 
It said the counterfeit tools 
spread when develop¬ 
ers obtained them from 
“untrusted sources” rath¬ 
er than directly from the 
company. 

The malicious software 
collects information from 
infected devices and up¬ 
loads it to outside servers, 
according to Palo Alto 
Networks, a U.S.-based se¬ 
curity firm. 

It was first publicized last 
week by security research¬ 
ers at Alibaba Group, the 
e-commerce giant, who 
dubbed it XcodeGhost. 


The creators of the mal¬ 
ware took advantage of 
public frustration with Bei¬ 
jing’s Internet filters, which 
hamper access to Apple 
and other foreign websites. 
That prompts some people 
to use copies of foreign 
software or documents 
that are posted on web¬ 
sites within China to speed 
up access. 

“Sometimes network 

speeds are very slow 
when downloading large 
files from Apple’s servers,” 
wrote Claud Xiao, a Palo 
Alto Networks researcher, 
on its website. Due to the 
large size of the Xcode file, 
“some Chinese develop¬ 
ers choose to download 
the package from other

VW rocked by emissions scandal 
as DOJ prosecutors come calling

BERLIN (AP) — Volkswagen's chief executive was un¬ 
derwithering pressure Monday as an emissions-testing 
scandal erased more than 13 billion euros (around $15 
billion) from the company’s market value in a single 
trading session. 

The stock plunge followed revelations that the Ger¬ 
man carmaker had rigged U.S. emissions tests for 
about 500,000 diesel cars. VW CEO Martin Winterkorn 
apologized, acknowledging that his company had 
“broken the trust of our customers and the public.” 
But saying sorry wasn’t enough for investors digest¬ 
ing the financial and reputational implications of the 
scandal on the world's top-selling carmaker. 
Volkswagen's share price plunged a stunning 17.1 
percent Monday in the first trading since the U.S. En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency announced the viola¬ 
tions, reaching a near three-year low of 133.70 euros, 
after tumbling more than 20 percent earlier in the day. 
VW has halted U.S. sales of the affected vehicles and 
pledged to cooperate with regulators in an investiga¬ 
tion that could potentially lead to $18 billion in fines 
against the company. This case also could test the 
U.S. Justice Department’s initiative, announced Sept. 
9, to hold individual executives accountable for cor¬ 
porate wrongdoing. “We will be working closely with 
DOJ throughout this investigation," EPA spokeswoman 
Liz Purchia said. Separately, a VW official confirmed 
that the Justice Department has contacted the com¬ 
pany about the case. The official spoke on condition 
of anonymity for lack of authorization to discuss the 
matter publicly. The EPA warned VW that it may refer 
the case to Justice for enforcement, and noted that 
in addition to corporate fines of up to $37,500 per ve¬ 
hicle, individuals could be fined $3,750 per violation 
of the Clean Air Act, which could theoretically add 
up to $1.9 billion, given that half a million cars are in¬ 
volved. Industry analysts said the VW CEO faces dif¬ 
ficult questions in the coming days, particularly when 
the company’s board is scheduled to meet Friday. 
“At the moment. I'd be surprised if Winterkorn can ride 
this out, but in Germany there’s often a slightly slower 
process in these matters,” said Christian Stadler, a pro¬ 
fessor of strategic management at Warwick BusinessS- 
chool. If VW were a U.S. company, the CEO would 
have gone more or less immediately, he said. 
Volkswagen's woes were felt across the European 
car market Monday. France's Renault SA watched its 
share price drop 3.2 percent, and BMW AG ended 1.5 
percent lower. Daimler AG, which owns Mercedes- 
Benz, dropped 1.4 percent. 

The EPA says Volkswagen violated the federal Clean 
Air Act by installing “defeat devices” — software pro¬ 
grammed to switch engines to a cleaner mode during 
official emissions testing. The software then switches 
off again, enabling cars to emit as much as 40 times 
the legal limit of pollutants during normal driving. 

For a company to engage in such blatant trickery, 
top executives must have been informed, said Guido 
Reinking, a German auto expert. 

Winterkorn is an engineer by training who led research 
and development across the VW group beginning in 
2007, and became chairman of the management 
board the same year.

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Macy’s plans to add 85K seasonal holiday hiring workers 


NEW YORK (AP) — Macy’s 
Inc. plans to hire about 
85,000 seasonal workers 
for temporary jobs ahead 
of the holidays to meet ex¬ 
pected higher demand. 
That is about the same as a 
year ago. 

The announcement comes 
as other retailers announce 
their hiring plans ahead of 
the holiday season. Many 
companies boost their 
workforces temporarily to 


meet increased demand.

ness strategy. 

About 1,600 people will 
be hired to interact with 
customers via telephone, 
email and online chat at 


customer service centers. 
More than 1,000 people will 
be hired across the country 
to support the 88th annual 
Macy’s Thanksgiving Day 
Parade, Santalands and 
other iconic holiday events. 
Cincinnati, Ohio-based 
Macy's employs about 
166,900 people on a year- 
round basis. 

Elsewhere, retailer Kohl's

Smartphone maker HTC booted out of blue chip index

TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP) — Tai¬ 
wan’s stock exchange 
has removed smartphone 
maker HTC from its index 
of blue chip companies, 
signposting the dramatic 
decline of a business that 
once ranked as Taiwan’s 
No. 1 brand and dazzled 
consumers with some of 
the world’s first Android 
handsets. 

The exchange removed 
HTC from its FTSE TWSE Tai¬ 
wan 50 index on Mon¬ 
day after the company’s 
market value declined 
below the level required 
for inclusion in the market 
benchmark. The index lists 
Taiwan's 50 biggest com¬ 
panies which together rep¬ 
resent 70 percent of the 
market's value. 

It’s a humbling comedown 
for a company that once 
sold more than 1 in 10 of 
phones worldwide, re¬ 
ceived plaudits for innova¬ 
tion and represented Tai¬ 
wan’s ambitions to spawn 
its own globally recognized 
electronics brands. 

In the past several years, 
HTC has struggled because 
of marketing and supply 
chain glitches as well as in¬ 
tense competition from Ap¬ 
ple, Samsung Electronics

Samsung and Apple cap¬ 
tured the United States 
through sales contracts 
with wireless carriers while 
local Chinese brands such 
as Lenovo and Xiaomi led 
in China as HTC was try¬ 
ing to establish a custom¬ 
er base.

FDA experts will review safety 
of Essure birth control implant

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed¬ 
eral medical experts will 
take a closer look at a host 
of problems reported with 
the birth control implant 
called Essure, including 
chronic pain, bleeding, 
headaches and allergic 
reactions. 

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration on Monday 
posted a 90-page review 
of Essure online, ahead of 
a Thursday meeting where 
experts will re-examine the 
safety and effectiveness 
of the implant. 

Essure has been available 
for 13 years, but since 2013 
the FDA has received a 
surge of complaints from 
women implanted with 
the device, which is mar¬ 
keted as the only perma¬ 
nent birth control method 
that doesn't require sur¬ 
gery. Essure consists of 
two tiny, metallic coils that 
are inserted into the fal¬ 
lopian tubes, where they 
are intended to trigger the 
growth of scar tissue that 
eventually blocks sperm. 
Bayer sells the device as 
an alternative to tradi¬ 
tional surgical procedures 
used to "tie the tubes,” via 
incision. 

The product's warning la¬ 
beling lists a number of 
side effects and risks, in¬ 
cluding short-term pain 
and bleeding after the 
procedure. The label also 
warns that the device can 
slip out of position into the 
lower abdomen or pelvis. 


which can require surgery 
to remove. Additionally, 
Essure is made of a nick- 
el-titanium alloy that can 
cause allergic reactions — 
such as itching and hives 
— in some patients. 

But thousands of women 
have attributed other 
problems to the implant, in¬ 
cluding some not listed on 
the warning label: chronic 
pain, fatigue, weight gain 
and depression. Many of 
those complaints have 
been shared through so¬ 
cial media, including a 
Facebook page called Es¬ 
sure Problems, which has 
over 20,000 members. 

The FDA will ask its ex¬ 
perts to weigh on seem¬ 
ingly conflicting informa¬ 
tion about the device's 
safety. Studies conducted 
by the manufacturer and 
other researchers suggest 
chronic pain and other 
long-term problems are 
rare with Essure. But the 
FDA is also responding to 
concerns from patients, 
who have called on the 
agency to withdraw Es¬ 
sure. An FDA search of 
social media uncovered 
more fhan 20,000 men¬ 
tions of problems with Es¬ 
sure, mostly from Twitter. 
Kim Fludak, 43, said she 
hopes the FDA meeting 
will be the first step toward 
pulling Essure from the 
market. Fludak had the 
device removed in 2013 
after years of pain, fa¬ 
tigue and other symptoms 
that she attributes to the 
implant.O

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Study: U.S. puts twice as much trash in landfills than thought

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans are sending 
more than twice as much 
trash to landfills as the fed¬ 
eral government has es¬ 
timated, according to a 
new study. 

It turns out that on aver¬ 
age Americans toss 2.3 
kilograms (five pounds) of 
trash per person per day 
into its landfills, according 
to an analysis of figures 
from the same study, which 
is based on actual landfill 
measurements instead of 
government estimates. 

For years, the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
relied on estimates to de¬ 
termine how much trash 
was being sent to landfills. 
But in 2010, the agency 
required most municipal 
landfills to measure and re¬ 
port how much trash was 
heading into the dumps, 
as part of an effort to lower 
heat-trapping methane 
emissions. Researchers at 
Yale University looked at 
the records for more than 


1,200 landfills and calcu¬ 
lated amounts, predomi¬ 
nantly based on weights. 
They figured it was 263 mil¬ 
lion metric tons (289 million 
tons) in 2012, according to 
a study published Monday 
in the journal Nature Cli¬ 
mate Change. For the 
same year, EPA estimated 
the figure to be 123 mil¬ 


lion metric tons (135 million 
tons). 

The Yale team calculated 
that in 2013, waste sent 
to landfills rose to 268 mil¬ 
lion metric tons (294 million 
tons). With 316 million peo¬ 
ple, that comes to 849 kilo¬ 
grams (1,871 pounds) per 
person in that year, the last 
for which there are figures. 


Jon Powell at Yale's Center 
for Industrial Ecology said 
the amount is different be¬ 
cause of the way his team 
calculated it: Adding up 
actual measurements in¬ 
stead of estimates based 
on what businesses told 
government indirectly. The 
EPA partially funded the 
study. 


Three outside experts said 
they trust the Yale numbers 
more than the EPA's. How¬ 
ever, Thomas Kinnaman, a 
Bucknell University profes¬ 
sor who studies the eco¬ 
nomics of solid waste and 
recycling, added the find¬ 
ings don’t matter much, 
because landfills have 
plenty of room to expand. 
Powell found that for every 
year's worth of trash filled 
on average in the United 
States, landfills add 2.7 
years' worth of capacity. 

If Powell's data is correct, 
Americans aren't recycling 
as much as authorities 
thought. EPA estimated 
that Americans recycled 
34.5 percent of their waste 
in 2012, but if the amount 
of trash matches Powell 
calculation, the recycling 
rate would be 21.4 per¬ 
cent. But the data may not 
match up well, Powell cau¬ 
tioned. Americans don't 
seem to generate more 
trash than other cultures, 
Bucknell’s Kinnaman said. 
And not all of the waste is 
from homes. □ 


Investigation opens in deaths 
of 25 walrus on Alaska beach

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— Federal prosecutors 
have opened a criminal in¬ 
vestigation into the deaths 
of 25 Pacific walrus found 
last week on an isolated 


northwest Alaska beach. 
The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service on Wednesday re¬ 
ceived a report and pho¬ 
tos of the dead animals 
found near Cape Lisburne 
on the Chukchi Sea about 
230 miles (370 kilometers) 


northeast of the Bering 
Strait. Initial reports indicat¬ 
ed the walrus — 12 pups 
and 13 adults — had been 
shot. However, the agency 
would not speculate on 
the causes of death and 
sent two officers from its 
law enforcement division 
to investigate. 

The officers have not re¬ 
turned, said USFWS spokes¬ 
woman Crystal Leonetti 
on Monday. She said she 
could not reveal details of 
what they found. Addition¬ 
al information will only be 
released by the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney’s office. 

“We’ve opened an investi¬ 
gation and can no longer 


answer questions about it,” 
she said. 

The dead walrus were re¬ 
ported by a person con¬ 
nected to an Air Force 
radar station at Cape Lis¬ 
burne. Some walrus were 
missing heads and tusks. 
Walrus ivory is prized for 
jewelry and crafts. Skulls 
with tusks attached are 
collectors' items. 

Only Alaska Natives who 
live in the state may hunt 
walrus. Walrus killed solely 
for ivory with the meat 
wasted is illegal. 

The fate of walrus has be¬ 
come a cause for concern 
as climate warming dimin¬ 
ishes summer sea ice. Arc¬ 


tic sea ice hit its summer 
minimum this month 1.7 
million square (4.4 million 
square kilometer) miles, 
down 240,000 square miles 
(621,600 million square kilo¬ 
meters) from 2014, accord¬ 
ing to the National Snow 
and Ice Data Center. It's 
the fourth-lowest level on 
record for minimum sum¬ 
mer sea ice. Walrus breed 
in the Bering Sea. Many 
walrus found in the Chuk¬ 
chi Sea north of the Ber¬ 
ing Strait are females with 
pups that use ice as a plat¬ 
form from which to dive 
and rest. As ice melts, wal¬ 
rus move north over new 
feeding areas.Q 
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A silver anniversary for Jerry Springer

STAMFORD, Conn. (AP) — 

As his talk show celebrates 
its silver anniversary on 
Monday, Jerry Springer 
knows better than to wheel 
a cake onstage with him. 
No sense tempting fate. 

He didn’t anticipate he’d 
be fighting back tears as 
he addressed his audi¬ 
ence. 

"Know this,” said Springer, 
who wore a tuxedo for the 
show’s taping. "There’s 
never been a moment in 
the 25 years of doing our 
show that I ever thought 
that I was better than the 
people who appear on 
our stage. I’m not better. 
Only luckier.” 

Don’t mistake that for a 
valedictory. Springer, 71, 
is all aboard for another 
year on the crazy train, 
and plans to stay as long 
as he’s healthy. Upcoming 
episodes include “Sponta¬ 
neous Sex Mistakes,” "Big 
Girls Bring It!” "Sorry Sis, 
Your Man is Fair Game,” "I 
Sexed Your Ex” and "Les¬ 
bian Stepsister Hook-Up.” 
It’s been a long time since 
"The Jerry Springer Show” 
was a sensation, and a 
threat to Civilization As 
We Know It. Now it’s a de¬ 
pendable daytime com¬ 
edy, seen regularly by 
about two million people 
each day and rarely no¬ 
ticed by others. 

The days of Springer be¬ 
ing shunned or scolded by 
people at cocktail parties 
are over, too. 


“We don’t hear it any¬ 
more,” he said, “because 
I’m not part of the pop 
culture. It’s not shocking 
anymore ... You can’t be a 
grown-up and say, ‘oh my 
gosh, they’re talking about 
a gay person.’ The world 
has changed.” 


Springer has theories 
about why his show has 
endured. Since the dawn 
of civilization, people have 
been fascinated by the 
behavior of others, partic¬ 
ularly when it is outside of 
society’s norm. Television 
is dominated by upper 
middle-class white peo¬ 
ple and his show regularly 
features others. It also ap¬ 
peared at the beginning 
of an era marked by peo¬ 


ple looking to themselves 
for entertainment, and not 
always celebrities. 

And, of course, it’s a freak 
show that is hard to take 
your eyes off. 

“I can't sit here and tell 
you I know why I’ve lasted 
25 years,” he said. “I don’t 


know. There’s a niche. If 
I’d been hosting another 
show, I wouldn’t have last¬ 
ed 25 years. And I mean 
it. People aren’t watching 
the show because they 
want to see me.” 

He’s prone to joking that 
anyone can do his job if 
they learn three phrases: 
“You did what?” "Come 
on out!” and “We’ll be 
right back.” 

Truth is. Springer’s air of 


benign bemusement, his 
light hand on the tiller, is 
one of the show’s secrets. 
He passes no judgments. 
Everyone knows he’s in on 
the joke. 

"Any show that has a zany 
supporting cast, you have 
to have one person who’s 


the calm in the middle of 
the storm,” said Marc Ber¬ 
man, an analyst for TV Me¬ 
dia Insights. "And that’s 
him.” 

Springer is a lawyer and 
former news anchor who 
got into politics and be¬ 
came mayor of Cincinnati. 
He’s still a proud liberal. 
Being a grown-up before 
he got into television gives 
him a different perspec¬ 
tive, he said. 


“Can anyone do it?” he 
said. "No. Can most peo¬ 
ple do it? I can take most 
people on television, give 
them my show and prob¬ 
ably in five or six months, 
they’d be comfortable. 
Maybe why it works with 
me is because what you 
see is what I am. I don't 
mean the subject matter 
but, I don’t have a differ¬ 
ent personality onstage.” 
Springer’s show is taped in 
the same theater 30 miles 
northeast of New York City 
that Maury Povich and 
Steve Wilkos use. Talking to 
the audience before fhe 
25th anniversary episode 
began, he tells some of the 
same corny jokes they’ve 
probably heard from their 
grandfathers. 

Taking a hands-off ap¬ 
proach, he does little 
preparation before a tap¬ 
ing, often knowing only 
that day’s general theme. 
Knowing too much would 
turn him into an actor. 
That's why when he invit¬ 
ed one guest’s “wife” on¬ 
stage and turned his back 
to walk into the audience, 
the loud roar surprised him; 
he didn’t know the man 
said he’d married his horse. 
“If there’s a wedding cake, 
there’s no way that the 
wedding cake is not go¬ 
ing to be thrown,” he said. 
“We’ve never ended a 
show with a wedding cake 
still in one piece. There’s 
just stuff that you know. I’m 
not dense. But do I learn 
the specifics? No. If’s much 
better that way.’O

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Michael Flatley to make Broadway debut _ and then retire

NEW YORK (AP) — For¬ 
mer "Riverdance” star Mi¬ 
chael Flatley, who helped 
spark a worldwide Celtic 
dance craze, will make 
his long-awaited Broad¬ 
way stage debut this 
winter — and then finally 
hang up his tap shoes. 
The dancer and choreog¬ 
rapher told The Associat¬ 
ed Press that he will bring 
his current show "Lord of 
the Dance: Dangerous 
Games” to the Lyric The¬ 
atre and, having crossed 
the last item off his bucket 
list, retire as a performer. 
"Lasf year, I decided my 
legs and my back had 
faken such a beating 
over the years. I said, ‘You 
know, it’s time.' I have a 
beautiful wife and a love¬ 
ly, beautiful 8-year-old 
son and I said ‘I’ve got 
to spend more time with 
them.”' 

The 57-year-old put to¬ 
gether a list of profes¬ 
sional dreams he wanted 
to accomplish before re¬ 
tiring, which included re¬ 
turning to Wembley Are¬ 
na in London, playing the 


London Palladium and 
performing on Broadway. 
"That's the last dream,” 
he said. “My wife and 
my team asked, ‘Is there 
anything else we haven't 
done in this career?’ I 
said, ‘I've never done 
Broadway and I want to 
dance in the greatest 
place in the world.”' 
Flatley will take the stage 
during a limited eight- 
week engagement that 
begins Nov. 7 and will 
play through Jan. 3. Fie 
will appear at the encore 
of each evening show, 
dancing alongside ho¬ 
lographic movies of his 
iconic dances. 

Flatley, born into a blue- 
collar Irish-American fam¬ 
ily in Chicago, was cata¬ 
pulted to fame after co¬ 
choreographing "River- 
dance," which was first 
performed as a seven- 
minute interval break in 
the Eurovision Song Con¬ 
test in 1994. 

Fie and dancer Jean But¬ 
ler helped extend it into 
a full-length show and it 
opened at Dublin's Point 
Theatre in 1995, at a time 
of renewed Irish optimism 


and pride surrounding 
the onset of fhe booming 
“Celtic Tiger" economy. 
Flatley went on to cre¬ 
ate his own shows, "Feet 
of Flames" and "Celtic 
Tiger.” His "Lord of the 
Dance" premiered in 
1996 and it has been 
seen by more than 60 mil¬ 
lion people in 60 differ¬ 
ent countries, including 
400,000 during a five-year 
residency in Las Vegas. 

His current iteration — 
subtitled “Dangerous 
Games" — played the 
London Palladium, the 
West End's Dominion 
Theatre and next month 
moves to the Playhouse 
Theatre. The score is by 
Gerard Fahy and the 
show includes dancing 
robots, acrobats and 
street styles. 

“When I started this whole 
thing, dancers were al¬ 
ways the guys in the 
background,” he said. 
“I wanted to change 
that. My dream was that 
dance could be the main 
event around the world. 
My dream was that one 
day we could compete 
with the big rock ‘n’ roll
